contempt proceedings brought by Atty. 
William R. Sears against Francis A. 
Campbell, clerk of the Suffolk superior 
civil court, giving It as his opinion that, 
while the 4 o'clock closing rule Is a 
good one. Mr. Campbell erred In re- 
garding It as one not to be broken In 
any emergency, but that his refusal to 
Issue the process ordered 
by Judge 


Hurdy was due to a misapprehension 
and not to any Intent 
to 
defy 
tho 


court or to defeat the ends of Justice. 


Judge Fecsendcn gave several Illus- 


trations of cases where justices have 
ordered the Issuing of processes at un- 
seasonable hours, and where they have 
been Issued by clerks, although It In- 
volvel the necessity of their leaving 
their homes or their beds late at night 
to do so. He instanced

Jf. Wltte. the nusslan envoy, and Haron Komura are the most famous 


of the envoys, while M. Sato, secretary to liaron Knmurn's pence ilelcsatlon 
and one of Japan's most 
distinguished statesman. Is attracting a great deal 


of attention. He vlBlted the United States last fall with I'rlncc Fushlml and 
made himself very pop«'"r here. 


Among tho distinguished newspaper men who will attend to report Iho 


conference will be that noted veteran, Smalley of tho London Times, an active 
worker at tho age of 72. Dr. Morrison of Pekln. another noted correspond- 
ent, 
will be a member of this distinguished corps of Journalists. Dr. Kmlle 


Dillon, author, linguist and Orientalist, will represent the London Telegram, 
and for the first time the Russian and Japanese papers will send correspond- 
ents of their own to report the preccedlngs. Their respective representatives 
arc men of national reputation In both countries. 


"When the conference will reach any conchislon as to pence or the contin- 


uance of the war Is very uncertain. The envoys may hold their first meet- 
Ing neit Tuesday. After that much time will be spent In exchange of views 
and In considering the propositions on both sides. The envoys, especially 
those of Russia, will require considerable time to communicate with 
tho 


home governments. It may require two months to reach any definite result 
unless the negotiations be broken off early by the refusal of Russia to con- 
sider the Japanese terms on the ground of extravagance.

The excitement caused by yellow fever In the states of I»ul»lana and 


Mississippi Is becoming quite alarming. Louisiana Is the afflicted state, and 
the disease Is so widely scattered throughout the state that many of the 
•mailer towns established a shot gun quarantine. 
Passenger and freight 


trains arc forbidden to pass so that the westward traffic will be seriously 
affected. 


Gov, .Vardaman of Mississippi has sent gunboats and troops to maintain 


a strict quarantine against the passage of refugees from Louisiana, while the 
governor of Louisiana on the other hand has ordered out a brigade of the Na- 
tional Reserve with Instructions to arrert every armed Mlsslsslpphm and con- 
flicate every armed Mississippi boat found in Louisiana waters. The Louisi- 
ana-outfit Includes the Majestic and four other vessels to be used by tho 
n«v«l brigade, together with schooners and launches, all fully equipped and 
accoutred for olcClve service und a stay of considerable length. 


It is the object of Qov. Blanchard of Louisiana to secure evidence against 


' Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi by which the latter can be Indicted for main- 


taining arnicd forces In Louisiana waters.. Should he succeed In that, 
tho 


humorous situation may be brought about of serving requisition papcrn'upon 
the Mlnslnlppl governor to turn himself over to the Louisiana authorities. 
Altogether, tho situation IB very grave and the conflict between the two states 
hat already called for tho Interference of the national government.

The Disease Extends Its Grip 


on New Orleans 


NEW OI5LT5AXS. Ailpr. P.— A total of 


seven new cases of yellow fever In Now 
Orleans wero reported up to noon to- 
day: total caws to date -IM. deaths to 
noon todrty fnllr- totnl ''oaths to date. 
93-Tho yellow fever is gradually extend- 
ins Its erasp on New Orleans, but as 
this Is the third day on which no new 
cases have been reported, outside of 
Louisiana, the spread of the disease, to 
the adjoining states is believed to no 
effectually checked. In New Orleans 
the situation Is admittedly serious, but 
by no means hopeless, and the turn- 
ing over the tight to the federal gov- 
ernment has Inspired the local health 
authorities with renewed dotormlnu- 


Although the bulk of the cases come 


from the. Italian quarter, yet the fact 
that fourteen cases in New Orleans 
other than Italians were contained In 
yesterday's report shows that the. dis- 
ease Is spreading to other nationalities. 


A betterment in the railroad situa- 


tion is expected soon. Mails arc con- 
siderably delayed. 
The postal authorities at. Washing- 


ton have declined to order the fumi- 
gation of mail, which has been de- 
manded by certain localities, consider- 
ing such action unnecessary. All mall 
refused on this account will lie return- 
ed to the senders. 


THE PRESIDENT ACTS. 


NEW ORLEANS. Aug. 5.— President 


Roosevelt's prompt action on the re- 
ouest of Governor Blanehard to have 
the Marine hospital service take charge 
of the yellow fever situation here cre- 
ates seneral satisfaction 
though 
In 


some Quarters there Is dissent 
from 


the action of yesterday.'s meeting on 
the ground that Louisiana ought not to 
surrender her sovereignty and confess 
her inability to handle the situation. 
Opinion generally Is. however, 
that 


confidence outside of Louis ana was so 
completely lacking in the local health 
authorities that unless the "n^posl- 
tlon of the government .was «skui.

The robbers loaded tho booty on a 


wagon and drove to Israel Jacobsons 
shop, where they tried to 
sell 
the 


plunder. Ho kept them dickering while 
his son ran to notify tho police. 


Detective Foss saw the thieves half 


a block down Union street and was first 
to Ilro. after his command to halt 
had neon Ignored. Lieut. Larkln be- 
gan to shoot and ofllccrs O'Hara and 
Sullivan joined In the running fusllado. 
but the robbers hurried away on foot. 
The only effect of Larkln's fire was a 
shot which lodged In his own wrist. 


Followed by several hundred persons 


who had been attracted by the shoot- 
Ing, 
the thieves ran until they reached 
a convenient spot, where they jumped 
Into a buggy and escaped. 


Cohen and his wife, who were sitting 


In front of their shop, were hit by stray 
bullets.

Turner 
could nnt rise nnd Gardner, with onu 
lust look, assured himself 
that

work was done and retired to his cor- 
ner. 


Allhough tho lad from the. California 


city was bested throughout, his pluck> 
conduct nnd tho aggressiveness mndo 
-him an_OPtK>nrmt worthy of the clover 
cnslcner. He began tho leading In tho 
opening round, thrice attempting to 
Jab his left Into Gardner's face. Gard- 
ner's blocking was remarkable. When- 
ever he saw a blow coming he, move<

BOSTON, Aug. 5.—Reserving his 


final decision until he 
cnn 
consider 


carefully all the papers In tho cane. 
Judge Fessenden yet expressed him- 
self fully yesterday afternoon upon tho 
Important questions Involved In 
the 


contempt proceedings brought by Atty. 
William R. Scars ngnlnat Francis A. 
Campbell, clerk of the Suffolk superior 
civil court, giving It as his opinion that, 
while the 4 o'clock closing rule Is a. 
good one. Mr. Cnmphcll erred In re- 
garding It as ono not to be broken In 
any emergency, but that his refusal to 
Issue tho process ordered 
by Judge 


Hardy was due to a misapprehension 
and not to any Intent 
to defy .the. 


court or to defeat the ends of Justice. 


Judge Fessenden gave several Illus- 


trations of cases where Justices have 
ordered the Issuing of processes at un- 
seasonable hours, and where they have 
been Issued by clerks, although It in- 
volvel the necessity of their leaving 
their homes or their beds late at night 
to do so. He Instanced 
particularly 


habeas corpus proceedings, where hu- 
man liberty and even life might depend 
upon Immediate action, and whert the 
delay of an hour or less might be 
fraught with most disastrous conse- 
quences. The greatest Injury might 
result also, he declared. If it were Im- 
possible for an attorney to secure an 
Injunction except within certain stipu- 
lated hours.

It Is beginning to fill np with distinguished men from this and other 
countries, all anxious to sec the peace envoys and the nmlnent men who no- 
company them from Europe. 


Jf. \Vitte, the Tiusslan envoy, and Paron Komura nro tho most famous 


of the envoys, while M. Pato, secretary to liaron Komura's peace delegation 
and ono of Japan's most 
distinguished statesman. Is attracting a great deal 


of attention. He visited tho United States last fall with Prince Pushlml and 
made himself very popular hero. 


Among tho distinguished newspaper men who will attend to report the 


conference will be that noted veteran, Kmalley of the London Times, an active 
worker at the age of 72. Dr. Morrison of 1'ekln. another noted corrcspono- 
ent, will be a member of this distinguished corps of Journalists.

Dillon, author, linguist nnd Orientalist, will represent the London Telegram, 
and for the first time the Russian and Japanese papers will send correspond- 
ents of their own to report the proceedings.
